It is perfsotly clear that all povern- 
meiit must rest on consent or force or 
a mixture of both. As politioal obaerv- 
crs it occura to iia to say that our 
neighbors should, for coi.msleiicj'd aako, 
make a lilllo amend muni in their Inde. 
pendenre ahibbolelh, seeing that ihuy lo 
thiH hour, at an expense ot lives cuumed 
by the million and of iroa-ure countod 
by many milhona, hold down half a 
continent to a hated yoke. Wo do not 
wiMh to diacuss now whether it is riglu 
or wrong to do so. Our neighbors had 
reasons of State which they deemed auf. 
ficient ; and we are not prepared to pay 
that on the 'efiFete* European pnno pie 
which some are so roudy to point at, 
there is not a great do^l to be said in 
tboir favor. We only wish to tako this 
opportunity of remarking that 'the 
consent ot the governed* cannot any 
longer be held to be tbo principle on 
which the GovernmeDt of the United 
S'aies rests fluman liberty ia, aher 
flir, only contingent and comparative. 
Our neighbors lull into tho common 
error ot imagining that with them it 
is absolute, perfect. There has long 
exifttd in Canada a party or (action 
seeking what it is pleaaed to call 'Ind 's 
pendonce,' tbat is, aeparation from the 
MTOther Country.

It says that .UcMabon beat the 
Prussians yesterday evening .ind tbat *ho lat> 
ter evacuated Weiisenburg. Telegraphic comx 
muuicatiuu with Weisseuburg has been estab- 
lisbed. It is aUo stated tbat ^1A:Mabon moved 
yesterday towards Weissenburg, -being but two 
hours' marching from that point. He liiis 
between sixty and sereuiy tliousiind men. 
There will be about 150,000 men concentrated 
near Weinsenburg. The Prussian loss in the 
recent engagement reached 10 500 in killed, 
wounded and prisoners. Tho French lorce 
defending tbe tovrn was about 9.000 strotii;, 
while tha Attacking force vras fully 40,000. 
The enemy was so severely crippled tbat he 
could not follow tbe Frsnch wbea they re 
treated. 

Paris, Aug 6— Tbe official Jonrnal says tho 
French troops to the number of seven or eight 
thousand, who were engaged in the affair be- 
fore Weisseuburg, bad to contend with two 
Prussian army corps, including picked men ol 
the Prussian Guard; and in spite o( infeiior 
numbers our regiments resisted tho assault ot 
the enemy for several hours wiili admirable 
heroism, when they were forced to give wiy. 
The enemy's loss was so severe tbat he did 
not pursue.
